Ha lifa x, N. S., J uly 7 —-In one of the 
thick fog s which a t this time of the 
y ear ha ng like a pall over the Gra nd 
Ba nks a nd Sable isla nd in the North 
Atla ntic occurred, on the ea rly morning 
of J uly 4, one of the most a ppa lling 
ocean disa sters in the a nna ls of tra ns- 
Atla ntic commerce, and in fa ct in the 
history of stea m sa iling of the world. 
W ithout a m om ent’s wa rning a lmost, 
the g rea t French liner La Bourg og ne, 
with 725 souls on board, w a s run down 
by the Iron sa iling ship Croma rty shire 
and sank within ha lf an hour, ca rry ing 
with her to the ocea n’s bottom over GOD 
of her pa sseng ers a nd crew, while th» * 
bala nce who were not dra wn down by 
the fea rful suction strug g led and foug ht 
for life until 163 were at leng th rescued

FRENCH LINER SINKS LIKE LEAD. 


Goes to the Bottom a Few Minutes 
After Being Struck. 


S t or y of t he W r e c k a * T ol d b y ( he C a p t a i n 
of t he O t he r V e s a e l . 
T-Yat is the story in brief. 
The log of 
the Croma rty shire, sig ned by Ca pta in 
Henderson, g ives a g ra phic a ccount of 
the disa ster. 
It is a s follows: "On J uly 
4. at 6 a. m.. dense fog, position of ship 
sixty miles south of Sa ble island, ship 
by wind on the port ta ck hea ding a bout 
west northwest, thoug h under reduced 
ca nva s, g oing about four or five knots 
per hour. 
Our f*-g horn w a s beinir kept 
g oing reg ula rly every minute. At tha t 
time heard a stea m er’s whistle on our 
w ea ther side, or 
port 
bea m, 
which 
fieemd to lie nea ring very fa st. W e blew 
horn and w'ere a nswered by stea m er’s 
whistle, when all of a sudden she loomed 
throug h the fog on our port bow and 
cra shed into us, g oing at a terrific sp ed. 
Our foretopma st and main topg a lla nt 
m a st ca m e down, bring ing with it y a rds 
and every thing a tta ched. 
“ I im m edia tely ordered the boa ts out 
and went to exa m ine the da ma g e. 
I 
found tha t our bows were completely 
cut off and the pla tes were twisted. O th­ 
er ship disa ppea red thr» » ugh the fog. 
However, our ship w a s floa ting on her 
collision bulkhead, so there seemed no 
im media te da ng er of her sinking . 
W e 
set to work immedia tely to clea r the 
wrecka g e and a lso snip our sta rboa rd 
anchor, which wa s ha ng ing over the 
sta rboa rd bow and in da ng er of punch­ 
ing holes in the bow. W e heard a stea m - 
er bl » wing her whistle on coming ba ck 
a nd we a nswered with our fog horn. 
The stea m er then threw up a rocket 
and fired a shot. 
W e a lso threw up 
some rockets and fired severa l shots, 
but we neither sa w nor heard a ny thing 
more of the stea mer. 
Shortly a fter, or 
a bout 5:30, the fog lifted som ewha t and 
we sa w two boa ts pulling towa rd us 
with the French flag fly ing. 
“ W e sig na led them to com e a long side 
and found tha t the stea m er w a s the La 
Bourg og ne, from N ew York for Ha vre, 
and tha t she had g one down. W e laid to 
all da y a nd received on board a bout 200 
survivors from a m ong the pa sseng ers 
and crew, reported to be in all a bout 600. 
Severa l of the pa sseng ers were on life 
ra fts w ithout oars, and I ca lled f« » r v o l­ 
unteers from a m ong my crew and the 
surviving French sea m en to bring those 
ra fts a long side the ship. 
Some of the 
pa sseng ers a nd sea men from the su n k ­ 
en stea m er a ssisted us, and we J ettison­ 
ed som e thirty -six tons of ca rg o from 
our forehold in order to lig hten the ship. 
At a bout 3 t». 1 1 1. a nother stea m er lo v e 
in sig ht, bound westwa rd. 
W e put up 
our sig na ls ‘N. C.' 
[wa nt a ssista nce]. 
Shortly a fter a steamier bore down to­ 
wa rd us.

It would appear from all accounts 
that M. Chacotta enterprise of the man­ 
ufacture of spaders’ web silk is to b o 
pursued on a large n-aia-a factory in 
Baris having-b ocu taken for the purpose. 
Here the spiders will b e kept and work- 
at regular hours, and when one of 
them is used up he will l>e fed and help­ 
ed b ack to condition again, while an­ 
other will take his place 011 the b ob b in. 
An expert, fully acquainted w ith the 
hab its of the insect, will b e in control 
of the spider department of the factory , 
the care of them, feeding, housing, etc. 
In ob taining the requisite supply , if 
the latter exceeds what is necessary for 
the industry , experiments will b e made 
w ith a view to ascertaining which of 
the different varieties produces the finest 
quality of silk, and in this way those 
not favored with a fine web will te 
weeded out. 
Trials will likewise b o 
nodo with different diets in order to

THAT FEARFUL PLAGUE THAT FOL­ 


LOWS IN THE WAKE OF WAR. 


In til# * F ourteenth C entury It Kwept the 
Whole of E urop e, K illin g T w enty-five 


M illion* of P eop le In T hree Year« 
Thu 
P estilen ce In London. 


The plague, or pestilence, that my s­ 
terious and fearful visitation which has 
moved its hosts in the wake of armies 
to slay more than war itself, is supposed 
to have first originated among the den-; 
masses of people who crowded together 
in the great cities of Asia and Egy pt, or 
who formed the encampment of Xerxes, 
Cy rus and Tamerlane the Tartar. 
It 
prob ab ly sprang from the impurity 
which must have existed in the midst 
of such vast gatherings and in part also 
from leaving the unb uried dead upon 
the field of b attle. 
At any rate tie- 
germs of this fearful human poison have f 
alway s b een most active where condi 
tions sim ilar to those have prevailed. It 
lias alway s b een war and the march of pirgf.r tb ;in were needed to produce a

armies that has spread it b roadcast over 
the world from time to time, and a.-» 
war b ecame less frequent and le-s 
worldwide the frequency and extent < f 
these ravages have lessened also. 
The first recorded outb reak of the 
plague in Europe; occurred in the six­ 
teenth century . 
It came from lower 
Egy pt. This was the first lapping of the 
wave that reached into the east again, 
there to stay its movement so far as the 
west was concerned until 544 A. I’)., 
when the returning legions of the Em­ 
peror Justinian b rought it again into 
the western world from the b attlefb Ids 
of Persia. 
Constantinople was the first 
place it attacked. 
Here in a single day 
as many as 10,000 persons are said to 
have fallen victims to it. But the plague 
did not stop with Constantinople. 
It 
had found a too congenial soil in Eu­ 
rope, which was little else than one 
great b attlefield at the time. 
It was 
carried into Caul, where it followed 
close in the wake of the Frankish 
armies, and from Caul it moved int > 
Italy , w ith the Lomb ards, and so devas­ 
tated the country as to leave it entirely 
at the mercy of the invaders. 
The various crusades, which extended 
over a space of ab out 200 y ears, 110 
doub t did much to hold the pestilence 
in Europe, for they served to keep open 
the channels of intercourse b etween the 
■ast and the west. 
Periodic « pideimes 
were common during their continuance, 
and these seem to have culminated in 
the fourteenth century w ith what is 
known in history as the b lack death. 
The b lack death was more fatal to hu­ 
man life than any other single cause 
since the world b egan. The havoc of war 
was nothing in comparison to it. 
It 
swept the whole of Europe, leaving in 
its path such misery and destitution as 
the world had never known. It killed in 
three y ears some 25,000,000 of people. 
Such figures stagger the comprehension, 
b ut the records of the time cannot b e 
doub ted. 
The entire population of Eu­ 
rope is estimated to have b een ab out 
100,000,000—kept down as it was b y 
the constant warfare*—and of these 100,- 
000,000 at least a fourth perished. 
The ravages of the plague in Italy , 
where it came in the track of the war 
of the Guelphs and Ghib ellims, was 
particularly disastrous to mankind. 
It 
raged w ith terrib le fury in Naples, 
where 60,000 persons are said to have 
diod. It fell upon Pisa and seven out of 
every ten perished. 
It utterly and for­ 
ever destroy ed the prosperity of Siena. 
Florence also sufft red severely , while 
100,000 of the inhab itants of Venice 
were literally wiped off the face of the 
earth. From Italy it moved into France, 
where the m ortality was almost as 
great; in Paris alone 50,000 people died 
from it. 
One of the worst features pre­ 
sented b y the history of the b lack death 


b reeze sufficient to float a kite here, b ut

every thing there into fragments and 
b lowing the deb ris out of tin* windows. 
“ That ended the father’s indulgence. ”

o ver a space o f abo ut 200 years, no 
lo ubt di« l much to ho ld the pestilence 
in Euro pe, fo r they served to keep o pen 
the channels o f interco urse between the 


1st and the west. 
Perio dic epidemics 
were co mmo n during their co ntinuance, 
ind these seem to have culminate» ! 111 
the fo urteenth century with what is 
kno wn in histo ry as the black death. 
The black death was mo re fatal to hu­ 
man life than any o ther single cause 
since the wo rld began. The havo c o f war 
was no thing in co mpariso n to it. 
If 
swept the who le o f Euro pe, leaving in 
its path such misery and destitutio n as 
the wo rld had never kno wn. It killed in 
three years so me 25,000,000 o f peo ple. 
Such figures stagg* r the 0 0m prehen si o n, 
but the reco rds o f the time canno t 1)0 
do ubted. 
The* entire po pulatio n o f Eu­ 
ro pe is estimated to have been abo ut 
100,000,000—kept do wn as it was by 
the co nstant warfare—and o f these 100,- 
000,000 at l» *ast a fo urth perished. 
The ravages o f the plague in Italy, 
where it came in the track o f the war 
o f the Guelphs and Ghibellint s, was 
particularly disastro us to mankind. 
It 
raged with terrible fury in Naples, 
where 00,000 perso ns are said to have 
died. It fell upo n Pisa and seven o ut o f 
every ten perished. 
It utterly and fo r­ 
ever destro yed the pro sperity o f mena. 
Flo rence also suffered severely, while 
100,000 o f the inhabitants o f Venice 
were literally wiped o ff the face o f the 
earth. Fro m Italy it mo ved into France, 
where the mo rtality was almo st as 
great; in Paris alo ne 50,000 peo ple died 
fro m it. One o f the wo rst features pre­ 
sented by the histo ry o f the black death 
was the cruel persecutio n it aro used 
against the Jews. They were suppo sed 
to have infected the air in so me mys­ 
terio us manner, ami they were accused 
o f 
having po iso ned the wells anti 
springs. 
In Btrassburg 2,000 o f them 
were buried alive in their o wn burial 
gro und. 
The o rder o f the Flagellanto aro se at 
this time, co ming fro m the belief that 
the sins o f the wo rld had at last bro ught 
do wn the wrath o f heaven. 
It was the 
beginning o f the so called Hundred 
Years’ war that carried the black death 
into England, where in Lo ndo n its vic­ 
tims numbered 100,000. 
When at last 
the plague hu» l wo rked its ravages, it 
do ubled back o ver its co urse, to disap­ 
pear in the east. In 1845 it appeared 
again in England, first amo ng the so l­ 
diers o f Richmo nd after the battle o f 
Bo swo rt-h Field, and when the victo ­ 
rio us army marched to Lo ndo n the 
plague went with them to wo rk its 
havo c there. 
As lo ug as it lasted the 
mo rtality was as great us that caused 
by the black death half a century be­ 
fo re. Five tho usand peo ple died 111 five
